HARRISON Ark.—(/P)—Cattle rustl- 


ing in parts of northwest Arkansas 
has reached 
such 
proportions that 


stocqmen and state officers have ask- 
ed aid of federal authorities. 


Federal authorities have been asked 


to aid by tightening up on the restric- 
tions against interstate shipments of 
stock without proper inspection cer- 
tificates, and to station inspectors at 
the state line on hoghways leading to 
Missouri. 


Under federal law, shopmen! of cut- 


tle across the line, except for imme- 
diath slaughter, is prohibited unless 
the shipper first obtain a certificate 
showing the cattle to be free of dis- 
ease. 


The inspection law, state

say, never has been rigidly enforced 
in this section, particsularly when 
cattle are shipped by truck, and this 
laxity, the officers evar, lends assis- 
tance in the transportation of stolen 
cattle.
